Ohio general assembly convenes at 10 
o'clock 
Monday 
morning it 
will be 


confronted with some of the most im- 
portant questions that have arisen in 
Ohio for several years. 
Most important among the questions 


to be acted upon are: 
1. Ratification of the federal pro- 


hibition amendment. 


2. Enactment of prohibition legisla- 


tion made necessary by the adoption 
of state-wide prohibition. 
3. Taxation 
legislation to give re- 


lief to municipalities and schools and 
to obtain 
revenue 
lost 
in 
saloon 


licenses. 
4. Creation of a state constabulary 


or some other unit to take the place 
of the disbanded national guard. 


The two propositions towering above 


the others in importance are the en- 
actment of new taxation laws and pro- 
hibition. 
Of these, taxation probably 
will assume the greater 
importance 


before the legislature adjourns. 
Because of the importance and com- 


plexity of the taxation questions an 
effort probablj- will be made to have 
.party lines put aside, with both par- 
ties joining in a pact to enact laws 
that will meet the situation. The BTe- 
publicans will have a working major- 
ity in the 
new legislature, while a 


Democratic governor, James M. Cox, 
will hold forth in the executive office. 


Should the state supreme court hold 


valid the property classification amend- 
ment, adopted at a referendum vote at 
the% last election, the importance of 
taxation legislation will be increased 
many fold. 
It is probable the court's 
decision will be awaited before any at- 
tempt is made to draft any of the big 
taxation 
bills: 
The matter is to be 


heard by the supreme court early this 
month.

Should the classification amendment 


be held invalid, legislative leaders say 
the taxation question will be resolved 
into one mainly of revamping pres- 
ent laws so they will bring in a great 
er amount of revenue to make up for 
revenue lost through the operation of 
prohibition and also to supply deficits 
in municipalities 
already accrued or 
accruing by reason of present tax lim- 
itations.

The ceremony took place in the historic 
capitol, designed by Michael Angelo 
and redolent with suggestions of an- 
cient and mediaeval Rome. .Assisting 
in the services were King Victor Em- 
manuel and Queen Helena, members of 
Italian cabinet, members-of the diplom- 
atic corps, including Ambassadar '.and 
Mrs. Thomas Nelson Page and munici- 
pal and military authorities.

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson accompanied 


bv the king and queen drove to the 
capitol after the dinner at the Quir- 
inal. 
At the conclusion of the cere- 
mony in which he became a citizen of 
Rome, Mr. Wilson spoke as follows: 
"You have done me a very great 
honor. Perhaps you can imagine what 
a feeling it is for a citizen of one the 
newest of the great nations to be made 
a citizen of this ancient city. It is a 
distinction which I am sure you are 
conferring upon me as a representa- 
tive of the great people, for whom I 
speak.' 
"I have been impressed by the con- 
trast between the temporary and per-, 
manent things. .Many political changes 
have centered about Borne, from the 
time--when from a little city she grew- 
to "be mistress 
of a great 
empire. 
Change after change has swept away 
many tilings, altering the very form 
of her affairs, but the thing that has 
remained' permanent has been the spirit 
of Rome and the Italian people. That 
spirit seems to ha-ve caught with each 
age the characteristic purpose of the 
age."This imperial people now gladly 
represents the freedom of nations. This 
people which at one time seemed to 
conceive the purpose of governing the 
world now takes part in the liberal en- 
terprise of offering the world its own 
government.

If Germany had 


waited a single generation she would 
have had a commercial empire of the 
world. She was not willing to conquer 
by skill, by enterprise, by commercial 
success. She must attempt to conquer 
the world by arms, and the world will 
always acclaim the fact that it is im- 
possible to conquer by arms: that the 
only thing that conquers it is the sort 
of "service which can be rendered in 
trade, in intercourse, in friendship, and 
that there- is no conquering power 
which can suppress the freedom of the 
human spirt. 
"I have rejoiced personally in the 


partnership of the Italian and Amer- 
ican people, because it is a new part- 
nership in an old enterprise, an enter- 
prise precedentcd to succeed wherever 
it is undertaken—the enterprise which 
has always? borne that handsome name 
which we call "liberty/ Men have pur- 
sued it sometimes like a mirage that 
seemed to elude them, that seemed to 
run before them as they advanced, but 
never have they flagged in their pur- 
pose to achieve it. and 1 believe 1 am 
not deceived in supjwsing that in this 
age of ours they arc nearer to it than 
liiev ever were liefore.

(Scientific American.) 


Loaves fall in the autumn, not be- 


cause they have been killed by the 
frost or because they are forcibly torn 
from the lives by heavy winds, but be- 
cause they have served their purpose to 
the tree and have been discarded by it. 
Botani.ns tell us that their fall is due 
to the interposition of a separating' lay- 
er which is formed during the period 
of vegetation and which cuts across the 
articulation of the leafstalk. 


Kxactly how this process takes place 


is of less consequence to us than the 
knowledge that it is a nautral process 
in the life and growth of the tree, and 
not 
merely 
an 
accidental condition. 


When the leaf falls the vessels which 
connected it with the branch become 
filied -\\ith brown masses of found mu- 
cilage, which has come from neighbor- 
ing- cells into the cavities of the vessels 
an-1 plugs them up. 


Before the leaf falls from the tree 


all the elaborated materials which it 
contains that can be of further use are 
mobilized and stored in their proper 
places in the body of the tree.

Senators may discuss peace terms 


with as much right as newspapers or 
private citizens; but if the Senate in- 
tends to adopt the Knox resolution de- 
claring how peace treaties should be

Prospect in Petrograd one moruins 
we saw a line of street cars that had 
evidently been blocked: in front of the 
foremost car was a crowd of people, 
says a writer in Russia.

tered the crowd we saw a man stand- 
Ing: on the track and arguing with the 
motorman. The inotorman was plead- 
ing with him to get oft" the track so 
that he could proceed with his car, 
and the man was maintaining that 
lUissia was a free country, that lie 
had just as much right on the track 
as the car had. and that he did not 
intend to move until he xvas person- 
ally inclined to do so. 


A number of soldiers looked on, but 


no one attempted to remove the man 
from the track, and neither the motor- 
man nor the conductor attempted to 
move the car, bu: resorted solely to 
moral suasion.

What Emptiness May Do. 


When a large shell is fired into the 


air it leaves a wake more or less like 
that of a boat rushing through water. 
Immediately behind the projectile as 
It moves many miles a minute through 
the atmosphere there is a vacuum. The 
air family Is a quick mover at filling 
such space, but of course it is more 
or less confused and flustrated by the 
unexpected arrival and passage of the 
projectile, and the vacuum is real for 
a fair portion of time. If there is an 
airplane going full tilt across the wake 
of that fired shell immediately behind 
the projectile, it must run 
vacuum. Then It may be more seri- 
ously damaged than if it had been 
struck by the shell. The air shuts to- 
gether with a force that hurts all with- 
in reach. Such a clapping of the hands 
of air in a similar vacuum made by a 
bolt of lightning makes the thunder. It 
is better to hear it than to feel it 
Airplanes have been brought down Jn 
the world war by that means. Those 
long American navy guns did that to a 
German two-seated plane, and it came 
crashing down into the Yankee lines. 
The pilot was dead.

I'arts of it follow: 


"You 
are no doubt under the impres- 
sion I have forgotten rny promise to 
write you a line after 1 got on this side. 
AYell this epistle will be my effort to 
convince you that you are mistaken. 
Since the armistice has been signed we 
are at liberty to mention where we are 
and have 'been so 1 can do better now 
than I could in time past. 
Everybody 


over here seems to be pleased with the 
utter defeat of the Dutch and in every 
way possible try to show you they ap- 
preciate our presence. They have one 
failing though. They seem to think all 
Americans are millionaires and charge ! 
accordingly for some of the luxuries we 
buy. 
so I have some excuse for being 


on the water wagon. 
"Here goes for a kind of synopsis of 


my travels and experiences: 


"We left after a 
Sfi-hour 
ride 
on 
Harry Starr's B. & O. AVe arrived at 
Nov.- York and went out to Camp Mills 
on Long- Island, that night. AYe were 
there for about ten days 
and 
then 


hack to Hoboken and aboard H. M. S. 
Ajax for our trip across. The boat was 
of medium size 
and 
a reconverted 


freighter but conditions were pretty 


I pood in fact better than I expected. 
Left New York Sept. 3rd and including 
our escorts has about 15 boats in the 
convoy. All that day sea planes were 
always around and over us so I guess 
Fritz did not have a ghost of a chancp 
to get a crack 
at us. 
AVhen about 


seven or eight days out we picked un 
another convoy of about 10 boats that A 
I afterward learned loaded at Canadian . 
ports, mostly Quebec. 
The sight of 


about 25 boats was really pretty and 
gave one more of a feeling of security. 
If all the boats were loaded as was 
ours I would guess there were from 
thirty to forty thousand troops in that 
convoy. It certainly looked as though 
I'ncle Sam meant business and on a 
big scale too. 


"AVhen about two or three days out 


from England we were met by addi- 
tional escorts, several of those" small 
destroyers and they 
were 
just 
like 


water bugs, always on the jump some- 
times ahead, behind or on either side of 
us. AVe were 13 days coming over and 
the day before landing- we left the rest 
of the convoy and headed for Avon- 
mouth, the sea port of Bristol England 
which we reached the following morn- 
ing, but could not get up to the dock 
until afternoon on account 
of 
low 


tide. Bristol is on the Bristol channel 
just above Cardiff, AA'ales. 
The sight 


of land of course was welcomed by "all 
and I assure you we 
had 
reasons. 
England is really very pretty. 
There 


are no large fields. All that I saw were 
only from an ordinary lot up to about 
four or five acres. They are all sur- 
rounded by a heavy system of hedsres. 
and the roads are all lined with large 
shade trees so the view from the boat 
and later from the train was unusually 
pretty. 
AVe entrained at Bristol and 


after a two or three hour ride arrived 
at Camp Winchester at Romey. some 
10 or J5 miles from Southampton. 


"This was a so-called rest camp and 
we were there for a couple of davg. 
From there we hiked to Southampton 
and believe me it was some hike as we 
were all soft and lazy after the two 
weeks on the boat. It was certainly a 
motley locking- bunch that got on board 
ship that evening 
for 
Cherborough. 


France which place we reached the fol- 
lowing morning.
